No Road to Peace 

There has been a great amount of con- 
versation and thought in this country devoted 
to the question of the peace that some day will 
come in Europe. With the infinite idealism 
of the people of this nation, that thought has 
been directed toward attainment of a political 
balance such as we now have in the New 
World. It is almost assumed that this will be 
the form of the peace. 

But, on the other side of the Atlantic, there 
has been little said. “Hitlerism must go” has 
been the catchword, and of the aftermath 
there has been only silence. The first clue 
to the post-war aims of any belligerent powers 
comes from the lips of General Wladislas Si- 
korski, premier of the Polish government in 
exile. It isn’t very heartening to those who 
have supposed there will be a different kind 
of peace this time. 

“Poland will demand complete reparation 
and will insist upon complete reconstruction 
at the expense of her raiders.” Hasn’t that 
been heard somewhere before? Was it Ver- 
Sailles? Poland also will demand that Ger- 
many and Russia be punished for all atroci- 
ties committed during the occupation which 
followed the collapse of Polish resistance last 
Summer. How? Presumably by further atroc- 
ities. A splendid way to make a lasting peace! 

Evasion, or at best a vast indefiniteness, 


a 


characterizes the next answer to a question 
propounded by Ralph Heinzen, veteran Eu- 
ropean correspondent, and dealing with the 
intentions of Poland to re-establish itself in 
its pre-September frontiers or to demand new 
and more secure delimitations. The answer: 

“To consider peace exclusively from a ter- 
ritorial viewpoint is to expose us to another 
war sooner or later. I don’t consider that the 
frontiers themselves can play a decisive role 
in insuring the security of a nation, Poland 
must recover her territory completely. 

“It must be admitted that Poland’s western 
frontiers were defective and infinitely danger- 
ous and that those frontiers were one of the 
principal causes of the rapid defeat of our 
country. 

“Even in peacetime Poland already was 
partly encircled. That error must not be re- 
peated. 

“Poland also must have wide access to the 
sea and access to the Baltic must be larger 
than before. There can be no question of Po- 
land abandoning provinces which have always 
been purely Polish in exchange for others. For 
example, there can be no question of aban- 
doning our former outlet on the Baltic for 
another outlet in the region of Memel.” 

In other words: A chunk of Silesia taking 
in the territory to and beyond Breslau. That 
would take care of the partial encirclement. 
Wider access to the sea by knifing off a slice 
of Pomerania or merely taking in toto the 
Germanic province of East Prussia. 

In still other words: What a set-up for the 
next Hitler! Reparations, atrocities, wider 
and richer corridor and whole provinces of 
Germanic peoples living under the sort of gov- 
ernment that developed in Poland after Pil- 
sudski stepped down. 

If this is the kind of peace the Allied states- 
men are thinking of, then it is time for this 
country to resolutely abandon any thought of 
even moral participation in the peace to come. 
For there can be no peace on such basis. 


A Distinguished Visitor. 


Frank Gannett, New York state newspaper 
publisher and announced candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the presidency, will 
be the guest of Atlanta today. He is to speak 
tonight at the Erlanger theater. 

Mr. Gannett is the owner of 19 newspapers 
and is one of the outstanding publishers of 
the east. He began his career from scratch, 
working his way through Cornell University as 
a reporter on the Ithaca News. Today he is 
reputed to possess a fortune of $25,000,000. He 
is known for his fearless newspaper policies and 
for his ability in choosing executives to direct 
his papers. 

Mr. Gannett was a sympathetic supporter of 
President Roosevelt in the early days of the 
administration. He became an outspoken critic 
of the New Deal later, however, and, as chair- 
man of the Committee to Uphold Constitu- 
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tional Government, was a vigorous figure in 
the fight to defeat the supreme court packing 
bill and the government reorganization bill. He 
fought Roosevelt on the famous, and unsuc- 
cessful “purge” against conservative Demo- 
crats in congress and has been one of the 
most consistent opponents of the ‘“spend-lend” 
policy. 

Atlanta welcomes Mr. Gannett as a distin- 
guished leader of the newspaper profession and 
as a prominent figure in his own party. 


A Good Start 


The Brewers and Beer Distributors’ Com- 
mittee of Georgia has made a good start on 
its announced purpose of self-regulation of the 
industry in this state. Reports from Spalding 
county state that three of four retail beer es- 
tablishments padlocked there this week were 
closed because of evidence furnished the so- 
licitor by the committee. 

There is significance, however, in the added 
statement that, among the charges against the 
operators of these places is that of selling beer 
without state licenses. The need for such self- 
regulation as that initiated by the beer dis- 
tributors is emphasized when it appears that 
the regular law enforcement authorities per- 
mit such places to run without license. It 
should not be difficult for the officers of any 
county to secure the list of places in their 
jurisdiction which have been granted licenses 
to sell beer by the state and to see that no 
others do so. 

The Brewers and Beer Distributors’ Com- 
mittee has undertaken a wise and needed cam- 
paign to stamp out those “hot spots,” all over 
Georgia which, because they have the reputa- 
tion of flaunting the law, bring beer into bad 
repute. It will redound effectively to the bene- 
fit of the distributors if they can remove the 
onus of such places from their industry. 

Undoubtedly in the vast majority of Georgia 
counties the full co-operation of the enforce- 
ment officers will be forthcoming. With this 
co-operation and with the power to deny sup- 
plies of beer to undesirable establishments, the 
committee should find their task not too dif- 
ficult. 

Especially will it be easy when places have 
been permitted to operate without license. 


A Thrill in Store 


The announcement of program for the 
music festival to be staged at Grant Field, un- 
der sponsorship of The Constitution, In May 
gives promise of an experience that will not 
only be remarkable from a musical standpoint 
but which will provide an exciting emotional 
thrill for all the thousands who attend.

It is worth much effort to hear, if there 
was no other item on the program, the blended 
voices of 3,000 boys and girls lifting their song 
to the skies. 

It will, undoubtedly, be a grand experience, 
to attend that festival. It will be thrilling and 
beautiful for the sake of the music alone, but 
it will carry an added thrill because of the 
spirit of youth that will dominate eye, and ear, 
and heart.

Editorial of the Day 


SOUND COUNSEL IN WAR ON CRIME 
(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

Judge Harry S. McDevitt is no amateur dab- 
bler in criminology. As one who has presided at 
numerous criminal trials and whose interest in a 
prisoner does not end with the passing of sen- 
tence, he is qualified as an expert on crime treat- 
ment. For this reason his frank declaration, in 
an article appearing in Synday’s Inquirer, that 
the present penal system is a failure and must 
be changed if convict rehabilitation is to mean 
anything, demands notice. 

The judge finds that sentences are frequently 
not gauged to the individual affected: that 33 
per cent of prisoners do not belong in penal in- 
stitutions at all, but in places of confinement 
suited to their borderline cases; that the coddling 
of criminals is a menace in many prisons: that in 
others the inmates have too much idle time on 
their hands; that first offenders should be treated 
as a special class,‘and that the existing parole 
methods should be reformed. 

In this latter connection Judge McDevitt calls 
for the abolishment of the trial judge's right of 
parole, something this newspaper has frequently 
recommended. Release on parole, Judge McDevitt 
observes, should be based “on personal contacts 
and data gathered ,by intelligent methods and 
analyzed and classified in the same manner. One 
must be familiar with the manner in which the 
men spend their time in prison; the character of 
their prison companions, if they have any: the 
rating of their visitors; their attitude toward the 
authorities, and whether they are co-operative or 
antagonistic.” He adds that “prison records show 
how few visits judges make to penal institutions.” 

Above all, Judge McDevitt believes that crime 


prevention should come before crime correction. 


More public interest in that phase of the war on 
crime would accomplish a great deal more than 
criticism, later on, of faulty police work in run- 
ning down an offender or blundering penal con- 
duct in punishing him.

Editor Constitution: With much

NEW YORK® Feb. 23.—()—The | 


voluble mayor of New York, Fio- 
rello H. LaGuardia, has come to 
the conclusion, he said today, that 
the present crop of Republican 
presidential hopefuls is “a poor 


one indeed,” and added this fur-| 


ther comment: “Phooey.” 
The mayor’s views were made 


in connection with his announce-.| 


ment that he was filing a declina- 
tion in the April 9 Illinois prefer- 
ential primaries, in which his 
name was entered without his 
knowledge as a candidate for the 
Republican nomination. 

He was withdrawing, he. ex- 
plained, because he did not want 
“to divide the intelligent, progres- 
Sive vote” in that state and sug- 
gested I}linois voters cast their 
ballots for President Roosevelt. 

Meanwhile, in Washington Sen- 
ator Taft, Republican, Ohio, said 
today his “present intention” was 
to stay out of New Jersey’s May 
21 presidential primary, but that 
he might enter the May 14 pri- 
mary in Wesy Virginia.
